2, An ammmition dump is located within 500 meters of the tank unit's barracks 
and is guarded by personnel of the tank unit, 


3, An-unidentified anti-tank artillery unit, believed to be of battalion size, 
is located in barracks on the western outskirts of Stara Zagora, on the 
25X1 —s-« road to Chirpan, These barracks were formerly occupled by & Artillery 
. Regiment, The anti-tank guns of this unit are mounted on two pneumatic 
wheels, their berrels are approximately two meters long and have mazzle- 
a brakes, Guns and shields are painted a dark green color and appesr to be 
25X1 new, They are believed to be of Soviet origin and their calibre is probably 
ae ‘76,2m, For transportation the guns are hooked behind trucks which carry 
_.° “s the gun erews and ammmition. The trucks used by this unit are Soviet 215 
25X1_, .. and GAZ and German Steyers, Columns composed of 15 to 20 guns and trucks

4. Headquarters of the & Trudovak District are located in a separate compound 
. dn the immediate vicinity of the barracks occupied by the tank unit in the 
northern outskirts of Stara Zagora. .

-. €agora, An undetermined number of unidentified alireraft are based there in 
_ medium-sized hangars, The airfield is a flat strip of lend cleared of 
 Wegetation and does not have special runways of any sort.
